The    forty-seventh    annual    meeting    of   the    Hospital    Society    was    held    in    the 
Chapel  of  the  Hospital  on  Tuesday,  January  21,  1930,  at  noon. 
Present:    Messrs.  Hensel  and  Welling. 

There  not  being  a  quorum  present  the  meeting  adjourned  to  Wednesday, 
January  22,  1930,  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Hospital  at  12:15  P.  M.

An  adjourned  session  of  the  forty-seventh  annual  meeting  of  the  Hospital 
Society  was  held  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Hospital  on  Wednesday,  January  22,  1930, 
at  12:15  P.  M.,  with  about  thirty-five  members  and  guests  present. 

Air.  Robert  McDougal,  President  of  the  Hospital,  presided  and  Mr.  William 
A.  Douglass,  Secretary  of  the  Hospital,  acted  as  Secretary.  Rev.  Alfred  Lee 
Wilson  gave  the  invocation. 

On  motion  duly  made,  seconded  and  carried,  the  minutes  of  the  annual 
meetings  of  January  15,  1929,  and  January  21,  1930,  were  approved  without  reading. 

Air.  McDougal,  President  of  the  Hospital,  read  his  report  for  the  past  year, 
which  will  appear  in  the  Annual  Report. 

Air.  Solomon  A.  Smith,  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital,  submitted  his  statement 
of  Cash  Receipts  and  Disbursements  for  the  year  1929,  which  will  appear  in  the 
Annual  Report,  and  also  a  report  of  audit  for  the  year  by  Messrs.  Arthur  Young 
&  Co.,  Certified  Public  Accountants.  His  report  showed  a  net  gain  of  $1,983.65 
after  deducting  charity  work  in  the  amount  of  $167,774.59. 

On  motion  made  by  Mr.  Rittenhouse  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Sharp,  the  Treas- 
urer's report  was  unanimously  accepted  and  approved. 

At  the  request  of  the  President,  Mrs.  C.  Frederick  Childs  responded  for  the 
Woman's  Board  of  which  she  is  the  President,  and  Rev.  E.  M.  Ware  reviewed 
his  work  as  Chaplain. 

Reports  were  made  by  Air.  Asa  S.  Bacon,  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital, 
and  by  Aliss  AI.  Helena  AlcAlillan,  Principal  of  the  School  of  Nursing.  Air.  Bacon 
in  the  course  of  his  report  referred  to  the  changes  in  hospital  conditions  during 
his  many  years  of  service,  such  as  the  decrease  in  mortality  and  the  shortened  aver- 
age stay  per  patient.  He  also  referred  to  the  installation  of  a  purchasing  depart- 
ment and  budget  system.  Miss  AlcAlillan  reviewed  the  work  of  the  student  nurses 
in  clinics,  homes  and  other  hospitals  and  the  constant  improvement  in  the  care  of 
patients  with  its  attendant  increased  cost.  She  spoke  of  the  advantage  of  cultural 
courses  for  student  nurses,  and  of  the  opportunity  for  assisting  selected  graduate 
nurses  in  travel  and  post  graduate  experience  in  other  well  known  institutions. 
Both  Air.  Bacon  and  Miss  McMillan  expressed  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the 
Woman's  Board  and  the  Board  of  Alanagers. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Solomon  A.  Smith,  seconded  by  Air.  William  A.  Douglass, 
it  was   unanimously 

RESOLVED,    that   the    Secretary   be    directed   to   cast   a   unanimous 

ballot  of  the  members  of  the  Society  for  the  election  of  Alessrs.  Horace 

W.  Armstrong,  John  B.   Drake,   R.   Douglas   Stuart,  J.   Hall  Taylor  and 

Thomas  E.  Wrilson  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Alanagers  to  serve  for 

the  term  of  four  years  and  until  the  election  of  their  successors. 

On  motion  of  Air.  J.  Hall  Taylor,  seconded  by  Air.  Wrilliam  E.  Sharp,  it  was 
unanimously 
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RESOLVED,  that  all  acts  and  doings  of  the  officers  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Board  of   Managers  in  the  interests  of  the   Society  since  the 
last  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  be  ratified  and  approved. 
On    motion    of    Mr.    Horace    W.    Armstrong,    seconded    by    Mr.    Charles    J. 
Rittenhouse,  it  was  unanimously 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Constitution  of  the  Society  be  amended  by 
changing  the  time  of  the  stated  monthly  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers from  the  third  Tuesday  to  the  third  Wednesday  of  the  month, 
and  by  changing  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  from  the 
third  Tuesday  of  January  to  the  third  Wednesday  of  January- 
There  being  no   further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

This  Hospital  was  conceived  and  brought  forth  in  an  understanding  of  .meat 
public  need.  Early  ideals  and  policies  have  been  cherished  and  fostered  by  succes- 
sive staffs  and  Boards  during'  forty  years,  each  in  turn  making  its  own  contribu- 
tion, giving  way  in  the  march  of  time  to  others.  Thus  though  the  workers  die  the 
work  goes  on.  It  has  been  a  noble  succession.  The  main,  broad  purpose  of  the 
institution's  founders  and  of  their  successors  has  been  to  care  for  the  broken, 
the  sick  and  the  weary  without  discrimination  and  without  thought  of  reward. 
Yet  reward,  and  glory  too,  cometh  to  all  workers  in  righteous  causes  and  so  it 
has  been  with  those  in  the  Hospital,  each  according  to  place  and  worth  and 
extending  to  each  person  from  the  lowest  to  the  highest. 

It  is  mysterious  but  not  to  be  challenged  that  good  workmanship,  by  the  faith 
it  inspires,  is  the  foundation  of  the  world  and  that  it  is  usually  compensated  mater- 
ially or  in  public  acclaim  or  both. 

Approaching"  practical  matters:  My  reasons  for  giving  up  the  Presidency 
have  been  plainly  and  particularly,  and  I  hope  satisfactorily,  set  forth  verbally 
and  in  writing". 

My  views  on  the  Hospital's  condition  and  needs  have  been  frequently  stated. 
Hence  they  are,  or  should  be,  well  known.  I  can  not  however  retire  from  office 
without  some  comment  on  one  or  two  heads  where  repetition  may  serve  to  rein- 
force the  facts  of  the  situation  as  they  appear  to  me  to  be. 

Our  internal  concerns  as  illustrated  by  the  budget  system  and  the  problem  of 
curbing  rapid  increase  in  overhead  expense,  judging  from  latest  reports,  are 
progressing  satisfactorily  and  it  is  hardly  possible  to  overestimate  the  importance 
of  success  in  such  matters.  Its  effects  are :  First — To  help  our  own  morale. 
Secondly — To  improve  our  standing  with  the  public  which  is  quick  to  realize 
and  to  be  influenced  in  its  support  and  benefactions  by  a  situation  where  business 
sagacity  is  known  to  prevail.  It  is  therefore  well  to  let  the  public  know  our 
attitude  toward  this  feature  of  Hospital  management.  While  our  Hospital  is  not 
rich  it  is  prosperous  and  nothing  is  better  known  than  the  proneness  of  prosperity 
to  extravagance.  We  do  not  report  extravagance  but  earnestly  wish  to  avoid  it. 
The  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Managers  as  well  as  my  personal  acknowledgment  are 
hereby  tendered  to  all  who  have  assisted  in  bringing  about  this  improvement  which 
requires  eternal  vigilance  and  constant  study  to  become  permanently  effective.  I 
include  in  this  recognition  Mr.  Bacon  and  Miss  McMillan.  I  wish  to  express  my 
gratitude  to  every  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  for  consideration  and  fine 
courtesy  accorded  throughout  my  tenure  of  office. 

While  the  Government  of  the  Hospital  under  its  Constitution  rests  with  the 
Board  of  Managers  we  have  a  distinguished  auxiliary  in  the  Woman's  Board.  Their 
record  is  second  to  none  in  thoroughness  and  ahead  of  all  in  the  spirit  of  service  and 
general  helpfulness.  Our  admiration  and  gratitude  are  due  and  were  formally 
submitted  on  the  occasion  of  their  annual  meeting  a  few  weeks  ago  in  this  room. 
The  project  of  their  raising  half  a  million  dollars  among  the  fifty  or  a  hundred 
churches  represented  in  that  body  has  been  advanced  to  them  and  it  is  hoped  will 
be  favorably  considered  when  definitely  presented  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

The  Treasurer  aided  by  the  Committee  on  Finance,  charged  with  the  custody 
and  management  of  all  property,  personal  and  real,  will  shortly  submit  an  annual 
report.  It  goes  without  saying  that  in  such  able  hands,  safety  and  general  well- 
being  have  been  and  will  be  assured. 

A  notable  event  of  the  year  was  the  creation  by  Dr.  Arthur  Dean  Bevan  of  a 
trust  fund  of  one  million  dollars  for  use  in  years  to  come.  This,  is  a  munificent 
gift  by  a  good  and  great  man.  In  addition,  it  is  significant  on  the  highest  profes- 
sional authority  of  faith  in  future  security  and  permanence.  What  example  could 
be  more  impressive  or  potentially  more  effective  in  stimulating  like  generosity  by 
other  wealthy  and  public  spirited  citizens?  What  could  better  broaden  opportunity 
for  the  growth  of  public  confidence  and  financial  support? 
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Frederick  H.  Rawson  one  of  the  Hospital's  largest  benefactors  and  a  sagacious 
advisor  in  its  affairs  enriched  the  treasury  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
while  William  J.  Chalmers  made  an  addition  to  an  early  bequest  to  permanent 
funds.  But  perhaps  by  naming  some,  I  injure  others  by  omission.  A  total,  these 
two  included,  of  $197,000  was  received  by  legacy  or  otherwise  during  the  year. 
The  names  of  all  will  appear  in  the  Annual  Report.  The  Hospital  tenders  its 
earnest  appreciation  and  gratitude. 

The  death  of  William  L.  Brown,  disclosed  a  prospective  bequest  of  approxi- 
mately six  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  Brown  legacy  is  apparently  traceable 
to  the  influence  long  ago  of  our  distinguished  President  Emeritus  Albert  M.  Day, 
who  kindled  and  kept  alive  the  spark  of  interest  in  that  sturdy  Scotsman's  heart. 
We  gather  John  W.  Scott,  as  well  as  may  be  others,  also  exerted  influence  in  the 
same  place  to  the  same  end. 

Allow  me,  in  the  Hospital's  name,  to  make  public  acknowledgment  of  these 
gifts  and  to  those  influential  in  securing  them. 

Recognizing  the  need  and  comparative  imminence  of  preparation  for  the  future 
in  new  buildings,  new  equipment  and  new  endowment  to  keep  pace  with  the  vast 
growth  of  the  city,  two  new  agencies  were  set  up  in  the  Summer  on  the  authority 
of  your  Board,  by  name,  the  Committee  on  News  Funds  and  the  Committee  on 
Plans  and  Developments.  These  Committees  bear  titles  clearly  denning  their 
purposes.  Theirs  is  a  heavy  task  requiring  active  aid  from  every  person  who  loves 
the  Hospital  and  wishes  to  serve  it.  Considerable  preliminary  work  along  lines 
it  is  expected  the  Committee  may  follow  has  been  done  by  a  few  Board  members 
through  private  representation  of  financial  needs  to  a  number  of  prominent  and 
wealthy  citizens.  This  has  proven  tedious  and  laborious  but  has  been  done  with 
persistence  and  so  far  as  possible,  good  effect.  There  is  need  of  thorough  organ- 
ization and  more  general  prosecution  of  this  idea  which  no  doubt  those  in  charge 
will  undertake  to  give  it  by  mode  and  means  of  their  own  devising.  But  if  ground 
has  thus  been  ploughed  and  some  seed  planted,  not  much  substance  will  come  out 
of  such  efforts  unless  followed  by  patient,  careful,  bold,  persistent,  unwavering 
application.  It  is  true  that  seed  time  and  harvest  time  will  not  fail  and  the  earth 
will  continue  to  give  up  her  increase  but  the  measure  of  that  increase  can  be 
accelerated  or  retarded  as  the  leaders  of  the  Hospital  are  wise  or  otherwise. 

There  is  another  point  which  seems  more  important  than  plant,  or  equipment, 
or  money,  or  any  other  one  thing  in  our  affairs.  By  this  is  meant  giving  a  helping 
hand  to  younger  members  of  the  faculty  of  Rush  and  the  Staff  of  the  Hospital 
on  the  part  of  the  present  leaders  who  by  virtue  of  intellectual  power,  principle 
and  vision  are  qualified  to  give  it.  Two  great  doctors  recently  explained  in  my 
presence  to  an  enquiring  capitalist  how  this  theory  is  translated  into  practice. 
Nothing  could  have  been  better  done  than  the  response  given.  Since  it  is  the 
personal  creation  which  makes  the  Hospital,  the  good  effect  of  the  reply  was 
obvious  and  instantaneous.  There  is  no  better  evidence  of  statecraft  than  provi- 
sion for  one's  aides  and  successors. 

One  more  word:  Later  this  afternoon  the  Board  of  Managers  will  elect  to 
the  presidential  succession  one  of  the  city's  able  men,  Alfred  T.  Carton,  who  is 
making  costly  sacrifices  that  he  may  accept  the  office  and  discharge  its  heavy 
duties  satisfactorily.  He  will  need  and  is  entitled  to  receive  as  never  before  from 
all  members  of  the  Society  conscientious,  unremitting  support  and  co-operation. 
Without  that  assistance  he  can  hardly  succeed.  With  that  assistance  under  the 
providence  of   God,  he   can  not   fail. 

I  respectfully  present  these  matters  and  earnestly  ask  general  recognition  of 
their  significance,  trusting  and  praying  nothing  will  be  permitted  to  obstruct  a 
response  commensurate  with  the  greatness  and  the  goodness  of  the  cause.

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THE  TWENTY-SEVENTH  (27th)  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 


Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers: 

In  presenting  the  report  of  the  twenty-sixth  year  of  the  School  there  stands 
out  the  fact  that  we  cannot,  even  if  we  would,  be  a  law  unto  ourselves.  This 
was  borne  in  upon  us  during  the  past  summer  by  an  exhaustive  survey  made  for 
the  National  Grading  Committee,  an  organization  composed  of  representation  from 
hospital,  medical,  nursing  and  general  education  groups,  the  object  being  to  study 
conditions  in  schools  of  nursing.  Almost  immediately  after  the  survey,  inspection 
was  made  of  us  in  the  interests  of  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of 
New  York  in  order  that  they  might  know  our  present  standards  before  re-registra- 
tion of  the  School  be  permitted  in  that  State.  Notification  of  our  renewed  registra- 
tion being  later  received,  we  are  assured  of  the  continued  eligibility  to  present 
themselves  for  examination,  of  those  graduates  of  the  School  wishing  to  nurse 
in  New  York  State.  The  third  stimulation  for  self  study  and  discovery  of 
weaknesses  came  from  the  Nurses'  Association  of  Illinois  which,  through  its 
interest  in  securing  nurses  qualified  to  care  for  the  sick  has  presented  to  Chicago 
schools  of  nursing  suggestions  for  a  minimum  standard  of  preparation.  A  possible 
objection  to  outside  interference  must  be  met  by  an  acknowledgment  of  real 
assistance  against  lapsing  into  sluggish  and  routine  methods  of  administration. 

In  the  constant  effort  to  hold  our  place  we  have  been  aided  in  every  possible 
way  by  the  Woman's  Board  of  the  Hospital.  This  year,  by  a  generous  gift  of 
money,  they  have  enabled  us  to  replace  worn  out  class  room  equipment  and  to  add 
what  was  necessary  for  teaching  needs.  Also,  through  their  generosity,  since  1925 
the  School  has  been  able  each  year,  to  introduce  a  course  of  cultural  lectures,  to 
send  members  of  the  graduate  staff  to  visit  hospitals  in  other  cities,  to  attend  nurses' 
meetings  and  to  take  advantage  of  short  study  courses.  In  many  other  ways 
they  have  shown  their  interest  in  us  and  we  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  and 
express  our  appreciation.  To  Mrs.  Graham,  Miss  Drake  and  Mrs.  Starbuck,  who 
have  each  year  sponsored  and  carried  through  the  Concert ;  to  Mrs.  Irons,  chairman 
of  the  Bazaar  Committee ;  to  Mrs.  Ernest  A.  Hamill,  who  yearly  finances  the 
Christmas  festivities  at  the  Sprague  Home ;  to  Miss  Helen  V.  Drake  for  her 
many  contributions  and  Mrs.  George  R.  Nichols  for  a  recent  gift  of  the  Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica,  we  return  especial  thanks. 

The  nursing  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  been  accomplished  with  an 
average  of  179  nurses,  one  more  than  the  previous  year.  Of  these  118  were 
advanced  students  of  the  School  as  against  126  in  1928  and  61  salaried  graduate 
nurses,  instead  of  52.  The  entire  nursing  staff  has  averaged  69  graduate  and  211 
student  nurses,  165  advanced  and  46  in  the  preliminary  class,  making  a  grand 
total  of  280  as  compared  with  281  in  1928. 

During  the  year,  a  long  contemplated  division  of  three  large  floors  in  the 
Jones  and  Murdock  Buildings  was  brought  about.  One  nurse  no  longer  being 
able  to  meet  the  demands  of  these  floors  a  second  graduate  nurse  was  placed  on 
each,  the  change  undoubtedly  bringing  improved  care  to  the  patients. 

The  Helen  North  nurse  has  given  247  days  to  225  patients :  the  Gladys  Foster 
nurse  269  to  242  patients. 

A  daily  average  of  90  graduate  special  duty  nurses,  instead  of  91  in  the  previ- 
ous year,  have  accomplished  33,599  days  or  nights  of  special  nursing  in  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital. 

Besides  nursing  the  patients  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  the  following  has 
been  carried  by  the  School : 
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2,155  days  in  the  Central  Free  Dispensary  with  a  daily  average  of  6 
students  and  a  total  of  77. 

755  days  in  the  Out-Obstetrical  Department  of  Rush  Medical  College, 
where  54  student  nurses  made  3,241  calls  on  mothers  and  babies. 

373  days  in  the  Pre-natal  Clinic  of  Rush  Medical  College  with  1,958 
patients  passing  through  the  Clinic. 

For  other  Clinics  of  the  Rush  Medical  College  nurses  are  released  from  duty 
in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  as  need  arises.  These  Clinics,  running  throughout 
the  year  with  little  interruption,  take  time,  considerable  in  amount  but  not  easy 
to  estimate. 

1,906  days'  nursing  has  been  contributed  to  Durand  Contagious 
Hospital  by  26  nurses,  averaging  6  daily,  in  return  for  which  they  have 
received  instruction  in  the  care  of  patients  with  communicable  diseases. 

1,565  days  nursing  at  the  Chicago  Lying-in  Hospital  by  14  nurses,  an 
affiliation  made  necessary  by  large  classes  and  a  small  maternity  depart- 
ment in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital. 

1,251  days  at  the  Chicago  State  Hospital  by  15  nurses  and  728  at  the 
Kankakee  State  Hospital  by  7  nurses  have  qualified  them  to  care  for  the 
mentally  ill — a  knowledge  becoming  more  and  more  necessary. 

514  days  have  been  spent  by  10  students  with  the  Chicago  Visiting 
Nurse  Association  to  prepare  for  public  health  nursing. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  secure  some  experience  with  the  normal  child  and 
permission  being  obtained  from  the  Nursery  School  installed  by  the  Chicago 
Woman's  Club  at  the  Franklin  Public  School,  21  of  our  students  were  able  to 
spend  a  short  time  in  observation,  while  a  larger  number  received  class  room 
instruction  by  members  of  the  Nursery  School,  who  generously  came  to  the 
Sprague  Home  for  that  purpose.  Distance  and  other  complications  made  it 
impracticable  to  continue  this  effort  and  no  other  means  of  securing  this  exper- 
ience has  presented  itself.  It  is  believed  that  in  addition  to  the  above,  opportunity 
should  be  found  for  a  larger  practice  in  the  care  of  orthopaedic  patients,  in  order 
that  our  nurses  may  have  a  well  rounded  preparation  in  the  care  of  sick  children. 

The  affiliations  that  the  School  has  been  able  to  make  are  of  inestimable 
advantage  to  this  institution  and  while  at  times  it  seems  a  hardship  to  send  our 
students  elsewhere  we  are  fully  rewarded  by  the  specialized  knowledge  they 
bring  back  and  make  use  of  for  our  patients.  In  recent  years  our  own  graduates 
have  been  so  largely  utilized  in  all  vacancies  occurring  on  the  nursing  staff  that 
without  the  contact  brought  by  affiliations  there  would  be  a  tendency  towards 
narrowness  and  self  satisfaction. 

One  affiliation  for  which  the  School  gives  nothing  in  return  and  for  which 
we  are  most  grateful  is  the  contribution  of  the  services  of  Dr.  Caroline  Hedger  by 
the  Elizabeth  McCormick  Foundation.  Twice  yearly  Dr.  Hedger  gives  twenty 
hours  of  conferences  and  talks  to  the  members  of  each  incoming  class,  a  most 
valuable  assistance  in  building  up  responsibility  for  their  own  health  in  the  minds 
of  our  students. 

Total  days  lost  from  duty  by  students,  for  all  causes,  were  8,406,  a  decrease 
from  last  year  of  280.  Of  the  number,  492  were  among  members  of  the  prelimin- 
ary group.  Including  vacations  and  leave  of  absence  the  daily  average  off  duty 
of  the  entire  student  body  was  23. 

There  were  283  cases  of  illness,  182  among  advanced  students  and  101  in  the 
preliminary  classes,  the  average  per  student  being  7.4  days  with  the  older  group 
and  4.3  among  those  within  their  first  six  months.  Illnesses  of  36  to  69  days  on  the 
part  of  5  students  appreciably  raised  the  average.  The  total  loss  by  illness  was 
1,694^2  days  and  1%  hours,  330  within  six  months  of  entrance.  A  detailed  record 
of  illness  is  in  the  School  files  and  is  studied  by  the  School  physician,  Dr. 
George  F.  Dick,  who  gives  most  valued  assistance  to  the  School. 
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We  are  tinder  much  obligation  to  Dr.  Dick  and  to  other  members  of  the 
Hospital  and  Dispensary  Medical  Staff  who  have  been  unfailing  in  responding  to 
our  many  calls,  and  we  wish  to  express  our  real  appreciation  and  thanks. 

During  the  year  approximately  163  personal  interviews  were  held  regarding 
entrance  into  the  school;  209  formal  applications  were  considered;  91  were  given 
appointments;  100  were  admitted  into  the  spring  and  fall  classes;  33  were 
dropped  and  76  were  graduated. 

The  schedule  of  instruction  has  remained  much  the  same  and  has  been  carried 
out  as  given  in  detail  in  the  Annual  Announcement. 

December  31,  1929,  brings  our  graduate  body  to  1,060.  Of  these  there  are 
known  to  be  engaged  in  private  duty  205;  in  Institutional  Nursing  162;  Public 
Health  Work  72;  in  Foreign  Mission  Field  15;  other  types  of  work  24.  A  large 
number,  naturally  have  married,  quite  a  few  are  doing  graduate  study,  two  are 
practising  medicine,  several  have  taken  up  physiotherapy,  anaesthesia  or  X-Ray. 
Others  are  teaching  in  Colleges  or  Schools,  have  executive  positions  in  nursing 
organizations  and  one  is  assistant  editor  of  the  National  Nursing  Magazine.  On 
account  of  the  present  unemployment  of  many  private  duty  nurses  it  is  a  gratifica- 
tion that  our  graduates  are  versatile  and  are  attempting  to  adjust  themselves  to 
changing  conditions. 

We  regret  to  report  the  death,  on  February  15,  1929,  of  Annette  E.  Burr, 
class  1916. 

The  fall  1929  and  the  spring  1930  classes  have  given  a  radio  to  the  Sprauue 
Home  which  has  added  pleasure  to  the  members  of  the  household  and  for  which 
we  return  thanks. 

The  annual  Concert  of  the  Florence  Nightingale  Chorus  held  April  fourth, 
added  $1,226.43  to  the  School  Endowment  Fund  and  the  Alumnae  Bazaar  $1,401.97 
to  the  same  Fund  bringing  it  to  $29,747.62. 

The  Mary  Bvrne  Endowed  Room  Fund,  sponsored  by  the  Alumnae  Association, 
is  $21,735.86  and  "the  Gladys  Foster  Free  Ward  Nurse  Fund  $16,925.49. 

In  closing  this  report,  in  behalf  of  the  School,  I  thank  all  the  many  friends, 
who  have  shown  interest  or  given  assistance ;  to  the  graduate  nurse  staff  and  the 
Alumnae  for  their  continued  loyalty ;  to  the  members  of  the  Medical  Staff  who 
have  taught  our  students,  in  class  room  or  by  the  bedside ;  to  Mr.  Bacon  and  his 
staff  for  their  co-operation;  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  for 
their  forbearance.
